The Gnadenhutted Massacre 


Two weeks ago Sunday the Mora- 


vian church dedicated its new house 
of worship in the village of Gnaden- 
•hutten, Tuscarawas county, Ohio. This 
is the fifth successive church build- 
ing in that historic little town. The 
first was erected in 1772 and destroyed 
by the British in 1781 Tbe next was 
a simple log structure built in 1803. 
Its two successors were erected in 
1820 and 1852 respectively, says S. S. 
Knabenshue in the Toledo Blade. 


Gnaddenhutten is noted for the in- 


human massacre of ninety or more 
Christian Indians on March S, 1782. 
Two Moravian 
missionaries, Rev. 


Frederick Post and Rev. John Heck- 
welder. penetrated the Ohio wilder- 
ness prior to the revolution, to con- 
vert the Indians. Their first visits west 
of the Ohio date as early as 1761-1762. 
Later other helpers were sent, the 
most reverend and notable being Rev. 
David Zeisberger. 


They located upon the Tuscarawas 


river in what is now tneteounty of the 


Indian 
converts 


three villages — 


same name. 
Their 


were gathered in' 
Shoenbrun, Gnaddenhutten and Salem. 
The site of the first is about two miles 
south of New Philadelphia, the county 
seat; Gnaddenhutten is seven miles 
urther south, and about five miles be- 
low was Salem, near iae present town 
of Port Washington. Shoenbrun 
and 


Salem were on the west side of the 
Tuscarawas river, Gnaddenhutten on 
the east bank. Under the direction of 
the missionaries the Indians cleared 
the land and raised • corn and other 
crops—relying upon 
the 
abundant 


game in the forest for their meat. 


These villages were situated about 


three towns at one time. 


Just at this time an Indian outrage 


was perpetrated on the Pennsylvania 
border which drove the pioneers to 
frenzy. The red men made a raid and 
on Raccoon creek captured' Mrs. Rob- 
ert Wallace and her three children. 
They tomybawked the mother 
and 


youngest child before 
reaching the 


unio on their return. Soon after, a war 
party of six, two of whom were said 
to be Moravian Indians, harried the 
settlement on Buffalo' creek, carrying 
off John Carpenter as prisoner. Right 
here the different stories oi succeeding 
wents become conflicting. The Mora- 
vian missionaries stoutly averred thai 
no Christian Indians were in these 
two raiding parties. 


James Marshal, lieutenant of Wash- 


ington county, 
Pennsylvania, 
there- 


upon ordered out, according to law, a 
body of militia, about 100 strong, to 
march across the Ohio to punish the 
raiders. 
Some accounts have it that 


this body was secretly raised, but the 
Washington-Irvine Correspondence pp 
239, 240, shows that they were regular- 
ly commanded by Col. David William- 
son. 


This force came near Gnaddenhut- 


ten on the night of March 5. The next 
morning, finding the Indians we,re in 
their cornfields on the west bank of 
the river, sixteen men crossed. 
The 


remainder went into the village, wher 
they found a woman and a man both 
of whom were tomahawked.

who crossed the river told tne Indian 
hey had come to take them to For 
Pitt, where they would be protected 
One Indian was sent to Salem to bring 
the Indians from that place. All were

Though lo- 
cated between two fires, so to speak, 
the Indian converts under the influence 
of the missionaries were kept neutral. 
T*he white pioneers oi' the west con- 
stantly inflamed by the treacherous 
ancj bloody incursions of the Ohio In- 
dians, hated the whole red race and 
had but little faith in "Christian" In- 
dians. 
They believed in and largely 


practiced that grim adage attributed, 
falsely1 or not, to General Phil Sheri- 
dan—"The only good Indian is a dead 
Indian." 


In August, 1781 an English officer 


named Elliott from Detroit, attended 
by two Delaware chiefs, Pimoacan and 
Pipe, with 300 warriors, visited Gnad- 
denhutten and urged the necessity'of 
removing the Christian Indians further 
west, as a measure or safety. Neither 
the missionaries nor 
the 
converts 


wished to go, so they were compelled 
by force to leave their crops and cab- 
ins and go to the country on the San- 
dusky river. The missionaries were 
taken, virtually as prisoners, to De- 
troit. The Moravian Indians suffered 
severely during the winter from hun- 
ger and cold; and at last about 150 of 
them, including women and children 
were permitted by Half-King to return 


men were confined in one building 
the women in another. 


A council was then held to deter 


mine what should be done with the 
captives. Col. Williamson drew up his 
men in line and put the question of 
whether they should be taken to Fort 
Pitt as prisoners or be put to death- 
asking tnose who favored the former 
to step out and form a second rank. 
Only eighteen men did so. The next 
morning all were killed except 
two 


boys who managed to escape. On the 
site of the original log church stands 
a marble monument 37 feet high with 
the inscription, "Here triumphed in 
death ninety Christian Indians, March 
S, 1782."

nation to them that are in Christ Jesus, 
for the law of the Spirit of life in Christ 
Jesus made m« free from the law of sin 
and of death. 


We may be very thankful for one les- 


son from this glorious portion of Scrip- 
ture, but we trust that no teacher will 
be content with tbx? verses assigned as 
a lesson, but will not only read tbe 
whole chapter, as suggested, but will 
study the whole chapter. Dr. David 
Brown says, "In this surpassing chap- 
ter the several streams of the preced- 
ing argument meet and flow in one 
'riv«r of tbe water of life, clear as 
crystal, proceeding out of the throne 
of God and of tbe Lamb' until it seems 
to lose itself iu the oceau of a bliss- 
ful eternity." 
I have quoted these 


two verses from the R. V., and they 
state the complete absolution from con- 
demnation of all believers in Christ. 
The sting of death is sin, and the 
strength of sin is the law, but thanks 
be to God, wbo giveth us tbe victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ (I Cor. 
xv, 50, 57). 


3 4 That the righteousness of the law 


might be fulfilled in us who walk not 
after the flesh, but after the Spirit 


The law of God is holy and just and 


good; it is perfect as God Himself, but 
>ecause of our sinfulness and inability 
to beep It it becomes to the siuuer tbe 
ministration of condemnation and of 
death, shutting our mouths if we would 
attempt to plead anything but our guilt 
and pointing us to Christ, who was 
made a sin offering for us, the end of 
tbe law for righteousness to every one 
that believeth (II Cor. iii, 7, 9; v, 21; 
Rom. iii, 19; vii, 12, x, 4; Gal. Iii, 21, 
22). 
Coming as sinners, having uoth- 


mg but siii and receiving Christ as our 
Saviour, He is made unto us righteous- 
ness, and(thus we are accepted in Him 
before God, not that we may be fit for 
His presence only, but that we may by 
righteousness before men commend 
God to men (I Coi i, 30, Eph. i, G; Matt 
v, 1C; TIL iii, 8), that people reading us 
may see God. 


5-9. For they that are after the flesh do 


mind the things of the flesh, but they that 
arc after the Spirit the things of the 
Spirit. * * * But ye are not in the flesh, 
but in the Spirit, if so be that the Spirit 
of God dwell in you. 


Flesh and spirit, carnally minded and 


spiritually minded or (as iii Eph. iv, 
22, 24; Col. iii, 0, 10) the old man and 
the new man are other ways of saying 
unsaved and saved, unrighteous and 
righteous. 
The unsaved live unto 


themselves, enjoying the pleasures of 
Bin for a season. They are in bondage 
to tbe world, the flesh and the devil. 
The saved live no more unto them- 
selves, but unto Him who has redeem- 
ed us by His blood and has given us 
His Spirit to live in us, making us tem- 
ples of the Holy Spirit (1 Cor. vi, 19, 
20; 11 Cor. iv, 14, 15). This is the way 
that it should be, but it is often not so, 
because after we receive Christ tbe 
flesh, or old man, is still in us, and in- 
stead of being reckoned dead, put off, 
denied, it is yielded to. indulged, pam- 
pered, and thus the Spirit is grieved 
and God dishonored. We are taught 
in these verses that tbe ol<! sinful na- 
ture never can be improved, never can 
be subject to the law of God, but when 
,wo receive Christ we receive a new na- 
ture, a divine nature, are born from 
above, and we must let Christ have 
Cull control. 


10, U. But if the Spirit of Him that 


raised up Jesus from the dead dwell in 
you He that raised up Christ from the 
dead shall aiao quicken your mortal bod- 
ies by His Spirit that dwelleth in you. 


The words "in Christ" and "Christ In 


you" describe the believer, the justified 
person who has passed from death to 
life £Wl PhaU no{ couig. into judgment 
for sin (JolmV~24), but iulhe resurrec- 
tion body shall appear before the judg- 
ment seat of Christ to be judged for 
service, our works as saints tried and 
either approved and rewarded or else 
rejected (Kom. xiv, 10; Cor. v, 10; I 
Cor. ill, 14, 15; ix, 27, It.

Elaborate Plans Projected For the 


Protection of the Coasts. 


Washington, May 29.—Division at 


the coast line ^of the United States 
into 13 national defense districts has 
been oraered by Acting Secretary Dar- 
ling on the recommendation of Admi- 
ral Dewey, president of the general 
board 
The line of defense extends 


the entire length of the Atlantic, gulf, 
Pacific and Great Lakes co?sts, and is 
the first step in the elaborate scheme 
of defense for the United States 'n 
time of war which the'general board 
has been at work for some time. To 
the command of each district will be 
assigned a naval officer of high rank 
with the title of commandant. In sev- 
eral of the districts will be estab- 
lished torpedo boat bases, and torpedo 
boats will be regarded as part of the 
mobile defense of each district. Means 
for exchanging information between 
shore stations and ships at sea will be j 
provided, the system to be known aa 
the naval patrol.
